Through this

superheated steam rise gradually. Be­ 
fore reaching the surface they unite to 
form one large mass that in its upward 
passage strikingly resembles a flame 
of fire. This continues until the bub­ 
ble bursts, only to be followed by a 
repetition of the phenomenon. 
The 
explanation is that the slightly agi­ 
tated water is reflected in the thin 
film of the ascending volume of gas.

At the east­ 
ern end of this small lake Is a circular 
opening of a deep seated spring not 
unlike other vents of thermal waters.

superheated steam rise gradually. Be­ 
fore roaching the surface they unite to 
form one large mess that in its upward 
passage strikingly resembles a flame 
of fire. This continues until tho bub­ 
ble bursts, only to lie followed by a 
repetition of the phenomenon.

§ 2598. Id.; as to requiring creditors to 
present claims. 
A temporary administrator, appointed 
upon the estate of either a decedent or an 
absentee, has the same power as an ad- 
mtnistrator-in-chief to publish a notice re­ 
quiring creditors of the decedent or ab­ 
sentee to exhibit their demands to him. 
The publication thereof has the same ef­ 
fect, with respect to the temporary ad­ 
ministrator, and also an executor or ad­ 
ministrator, subsequently appointed upon 
the same estate, as if the temporary ad­ 
ministrator were the executor ®r an ad- 
ministrator-Jn-chief, and the person to 
whom the subsequent letters are Issued 
were his successor.

possession of real property, In the same 
or another county, which Is affected by 
the will, and to receive the rents ana 
profits thereof.

Whenever It shall appear by petition of 
any person claiming to be interested in 
the estate of a decedent, that there is 
reasonable ground to believe that any per­ 
son has destroyed, retained, concealed, or 
is conspiring with others to destroy, re­ 
tain or conceal a will or testamentary in­ 
strument of a decedent, or has any knowl­ 
edge as to such facts, the court must 
make an order requiring the respondent to 
attend and be examined in the premises, 
and may in such order or otherwise in the 
proceeding require the production of any 
will or testamentary instrument.
